Trend of Times ia Away from Manual 
Labor 


The Lethbridge Herald points out 
the practical difficulty of putting la¬ 
borers to work and keeping them 
working in this machine age. The 
trend of the times is away from man 
labor. ^ 

Harvesting is starting but with 
about 10,001) combines at work in 
Western Canada, that mean.s there 
will be about 10,000 or 60,000 fewer 
harvesters used than five years ago. 

Work is starting on a $900,000 ele¬ 
vator in Lethbridge, but eight or ten 
men with trucks and machinery -can 
do the excavating, where formerly 
100 men would have been needed. 

Southern Alberta highways are be-' 
ing gravelled, but machinery is every 
where from pit to road. 

Machinery is being used in coal 
mines, so that one man today"mines 
as .much as two men mined ten years 
afro. 

When a machine, will replace the 
use of several men, modem methods 
demand the machine. . 

The real solution of unemployment 
lies' in shutting thfc bars against Im¬ 
migration, during this- machine-en¬ 
forced period of re-adjustment. 

We are not over-populated. But 
with uhemployment rampant in every 
other country, Canada might become 
the rnecca of teeming thousands. 

For this reason in the next few 
years we must allow only, those to 
come through our portals who are 
able to look after themselves and for 
whom Canada isTTCle to provide a 
living of high standard.

No Better, Off Than Ik-fore 


Although per capita comumption 
of beef has risen in Canada, it has 
decreased in United States. A few 
lyeara ago, Americans were consuming 
[8(1 pounds per head annually', now tt 
is down to fit) pounds. Ileef is tne 
| only food not in excess production. 

All attempts at popularizing beef 
seem to have failed of complete suc¬ 
cess. Americans have gol off Qh- 
notion. For one tiling it is-more ex¬ 
pensive on the bill of fare than ham 
and eggs, and for another thing it can 
be more easily mishandled in the op¬ 
erations of inex|>ert cooks. 

The high tariff which keeps out a 
few Canadian cattle lias' not improved 
conditibns. 

A few reasons have a bearing on 
the situation. There is a steady per¬ 
sistence on the part of many to mar¬ 
ket big steers in spite of the trend of 
demand for young beef. Chicken 
hyteheries have multiplied, launching 
fowl on the market. Cheaper pork, 
lamb and mutton, all cut in. A con¬ 
tinued state of industrial inactivity, 
which reduces buying power. Persis¬ 
tent maintenance of high prices 
amongst retailers, and a general use i 
of the meat grinder. 

Although the producer finds his 
profits greatly cut, there is no corres¬ 
ponding downward curve in the re¬ 
tail market. The result is that many 
families find it a semi-luxury. ai- 
tlipugh beef appears to be the most i 
natural meat food for human beings, ; 
they have been led steadily to turn to 
other meats. * . 

There is too much difference be¬ 
tween the price at the stock yarns 
and the price to the consumer. 

This one point that must be cor¬ 
rected before l’. S. stockmen can pro -1 
fitably produce' beef. It is their only j 
hope of increasing their market.

Hon. O. L. McPherson Speaks to Din' 
ton and Blackie on Reasons for 
Sunshine Route 


For One Week Only Ending Friday, August 15th

A well attended meeting of Dinton 
ratepayers and Iilackio residents was J 
held iu'Ulackic last Thursday for the 
purpose of hearing the statement of 
Hon. O. L. McPherson regarding the y 
selected route of the Sunshine Trail. 

This route turns west at the Union 
Jack school, 12 miies north of Vulcan 
following the correction line west, de¬ 
touring slightly at the Uig Lake, and 
direct to^High River. 

1 Mr. McPherson pointed out that 
consultations with the municipalities 
involved had been going on for two 
years. This chosen route was the 
most fgasij>le, serving the greatest 
area. It must be borne in mind that 
the roads are not built entirely for 
the immediate district. There is the 
traffic that comes ..to the boundaries 
•of every district and must have ready 
outlet. All roads that the province 
builds are of general, not merely lo¬ 
cal concern, and even the so-called lo¬ 
cal roads must be regarded in this 
light. These roads must be built, and 
the building of the road is a small 
thing in comparison with the main¬ 
tenance. 

The government has been charged 
with building for tourist traffic. That 
this is an unfounded charge, is shown 
by a check-up on the cars travelling 
the main highway. Ninety-five per 
cent, of the cars travelling these high 
ways are Alberta cars,, and even on 
the great tourist road to Ijjynff, 85 
per cent, are also Alberta cars. The 
roads are being built for and being 
used by the people of ttys province. 

In the matter of this portion of the 
Sunshine Trail, the surveying is all 
completed, seven or eight crews are 
at work on the grading, 
i Mr. McPherson also called atten¬ 
tion to several points regarding the 
certain amendments to the Municipal¬ 
ities Act governing roads. It is with¬ 
in the rights of the Council of a M.D. 
to decide on the routing of a road, as 
a vote of the district would be impos¬ 
sible. • ’ 

A g a in, regarding government 
standard roads, all district roads are 
passed by the government engineer, 
before grants can be obtained. After 
the standard grade has been complet¬ 
ed according to approval, the govern¬ 
ment also shares the cost of the later 
gravelling.
